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TRUTH ABUUT BALD MOUNTAIN 


The Mountain BRentin Twain, bat so 


Sigas of an Eruption. 

Special to the Charleston News and Courier. 

SPARTANBURG, May 27—In accor- 
dance with your instructions to visit 
Bald Mountain and report the facts in 
regard to the alleged rupture of that fa- 
mous peak, I left Spartanburg last 
Thursday morning, and aftera fation- 
ing ride of forty miles through the 
mountains reached Bald Mountain next 
day. Finding it impossible to recon- 
cile conflicting rumors, or to ascertain 
the truth by inquiry, I procured guides 
and ascended the peak the same after- 
noon. But one man had ever seen the 
fissure,and him Icould not find. After 
a long and painful search, however, we 
finally chanced upon the obj.:ct of,our 
quest, and found it to be acrack about 
one hundred yards in length, about f ur 
feet in widtb, and of unknown depth. 
The crevice, which runs nearly due east 
and west, is parallel with and but a 
short distance from the brow of the pre- 
cipice, which marks the southern boun- 
dary of the mountain. That itis of re- 
cent origin was plainly to be seen, and 
is further proved by the freshly torn 
roots of the trees growing near it. Care~ 
ful investigation lead me to the conclu« 
sion that the crevice mereiy marks the 
separation of a very large section of the 
cliff from the body of the mountain, 
and the break will result, sooner or 
later, in aland slide, differing only in 
extent from others likeit and of fre- 
quent occurrence in this locality. There 
has been no appearance of smoke, nor 
smell of sulphur, and the mountain ex- 
perienced its last ague at least a year 
before the crack appeared. Whether 
or not the latter was caused by the for- 
mer is a thing no fellow can tiad out,

A Conversation with Her Sister.

We are glad to see the press a)most a 
unit in favor of the immediate pardon, 
by the governor, of Mrs. Kate Sothern. 
More light has been thrown upon the 
case by new evidence which has come 
to the surface since the trial. The 
whole matter is now in the hands of 
Governor Colquitt, who, doubtless, will 
ere long set the unfortunate sufferer at 
liberty. 
A few days tince, we in company 
with Col. T J Smith and his estimab'e 
lady, had a conversation with Miss 
Amarilla Hambrick,a sister of Kate 
Sothern, who has been for the past 
twelve months in the penitentiary, and 
has twelve months yet to serve, she hav- 
ing been charged with being accessory 
to the murder of Mrs Cowart, and sen~ 
tenced fortwo years. She was assign- 
ed to Col Smith’s charge whose excel- 
lent lady has done everything consis- 
tent with the law to make her imprison- 
ment pleasant and useful to her. Mrs 
Smith has learned her to cut and sew 
garments and do all kinds of useful 
house-work. Miss Hambrick was only 
fifteen years old at thetime of the un- 
fortunute occurrence, and is now in her 
seventeenth year. 
We learned fron: her that her father 
is a Jand owner in Pickens covnty; that 
the whole family work out in the field; 
that they make plenty, and to spare. 
That the family consisted of father, 
mother and four daughters, Kate and 
an elder one being married, she and a 
younger sister remaining. under the 
paternal roof. She states that Kate is 
now in her twentieth year. She says 
that Narcissa Fowler had been previx 
ously married to a man by the name of 
Cowart, and that Cowart had quit her 
on account of her intimacy with Sothe 
ern, the husband of her sister Kate; that 
Mrs Cowart had slandered her sister and 
used every device to separate her from 
her husband; that after their marriage, 
Kate had influenced her husband to 
move off fourteen miles, hoping there- 
by to retain his undivided affections ; 
that Kate was a member of good stand 
ing in the Baptist church, and that on 
the evening of the violent death of Mrs. 
Cowart, Kate and her husband paid the 
tamily their first visit after their re- 
movai; that the family did not know 
they were coming or they would not 
have had the danceyknowing her sis- 
ter’s aversion to that kind of amuse- 
ment, and that Kate did not know of 
the fact unti) she asked, ‘““‘What are so 
many people cuming in for?’ She 
then threatened to leave ber father’s 
house, but being imporcuned to stay, 
she remained. The dance began, 
and about nine o’clock Mrs. Cowart 
entered the room accompanied by 
@man named Lewis; that after 
the lapse of some time, as she after- 
wards learned, Mrs. C. endeavored to 
get Sothern to dance with her, to which 
her sister objected and asked her not 
to dance with Mr. Sothern, to which 
Mrs. C. replied, ‘I knew Bob before 
you did and have as a right to bim 
as you.” She heard one say tothe 
other, did not know which, “I am 
ready for you;” that they grasped eacb 
oti.er, and slapped and pulied each 
other’s hair; that she took hold of both 
and endeavored to pull them apar:; 
that she did not know Kate had a knife, 
nor that Mrs. Cowart waa hart until 
she feil and some one said, “She is 
dead.” She said she had no intention 
of injuring Mre. C. Her only object 
was to separate and prevent the.o from 
injuring each other.

WHEAT RUST. 


Eastapoea Postorrics, 
TALLADEGA, ALA., May 22, 1878.

The above, and one or two other let- 
ters asking information about wheat, 
have been received, and we reply In 
regard to rust, wheat growers generally 
know that when the rust attacks only 
the leaves little harm is done, t ut when 
it is ecattered over the leaves and 
stulks, and the weather becomes moist 
and warm, it grows rapidly and soon 
destroys thecrop. After the rust |e- 
gins an arrest of the filling out of the 
grain takes place. If the grains are in 
the dough state when it begins, it is 
better then to cut the wheat; if the 
grains are in the milk state, cutting 
will not answer. Rust is not as apt to 
attack wheat that ripens early, hence 
it is better to sow le vert ies. Some 
persons have sown galt and lime on 
their wheat ground, and believing these 
things stimulated growth and thus 
worked an advantage. Some think a 
top dressing of stable manure, fullowed 
ee would have a good ef- 
ect, 

lo make good crops—If you have 

land you can devote to the purpose,sow 
peas on it broad cast, at the same time 
time applying from 150 to 200 pounds 
of some good superphosphate—one that 
has at least ten per cent of available 
phosphoricacid, and if it is pine land,it 
— have about two per cent of pot- 
ah. 
Turn under the crop of pea vines in 
September, and apply on top of the 
land after plowing in the pea vines, 
four or five bushels of lime per acre, 
broad cast. At the proper time sow 
and harrow in the wheat. 

If it is intended to sow wheat on land 
on which aercp of corn is now growing, 
apply broad cast, when the corn is last 
plowed, from 150 to 200 pounds per 
acre of a good superphosphate, and

| plant peas in rows between the corn 
i rows. 


The superphosphate will very 
materially benefit the corn as well as 
the peas. Phosphoric acid is a good seed 
producer, and should be used to prox 
duce all seed crops. 

When the corn is guthered eit her cu! 
and burn the stalks, or pull them up 
and burn them in the furrows when 
you turn under the pea vines. If the 
season is favorable superior wheat wil! 
be made. 

In his directions for wheat growing 
the commissioner of agriculture says: 

“If possible procure seed from a reli- 
able grower. Early ripening 1s an all- 
important quality. Hardiness to re- 
sist disease is next. OC >lor or size of the 
grain are minor considerations. Ked 
wheats are generally morehardy. The 
early red May is an old and very popu- 
lar variety, and generally escapes rust 
by reasons of earliness and generai 
hardiness. The early red purple straw 
is another good variety. The Nicaran- 
ga, a new variety seeded for three years 
by Mr. C. D. Black, Campbellton, Ga., 
is believed to be peculiarly rust-proof, 
but is somewhat objectionable on ac- 
count of its exceedingly long rough 
beard,

FLORAL ITEMS, 


—A simple means of temporarily 
changing the c>lors of natural flowers 
is by immersing the stems in liquid 
ammonia. In this way blue, violet and 
purple flowers are changed to green, 
and white ones to yellow. 
—Geraniums require gun, air and 
water; @ rich loamy soil, and weekly 
watering of liquid manure. A good 
cc post is made of one half two year 
old manure and one half good, fresh 
loam. 

—Fuchsias and heliotropescan hard- 
ly bkave the soil made rich enough, 
alwave provided the drainage is good. 
If the foliage on your heliot:opes turn 
black and fail off, shower it half a dozen 
times a day. 

—Fine flowers can be had by keeping 
up the soil to a regular degree o 
strength. The floral creation requires 
fuod. 

— Roses require a rich,rather compact 
soil, but at the same time one that is 
friable. If the soil is naturally light 
thoroughly rotted cow manure mix 
with good loam will be best for en« 
riching the soil. The more delicate 
tea roses do best in a lighter soil than 
the other varieties, 


—Nothing beautifies a house more 
than heaithy house plants. To be 
healthy they must have proper care and 
attention. 


FARM 


—Those who prepared their ground 
thoroughly, planted early, and had 
yood sed, find their corn coming for- 
ward finely. 

— To drive insects from vines—sprin- 
kle the vines with p'‘aster, soot or air 
slacked lime. 

—Shorten in your fruit tries, that is 
do not trim up your trees five or six 
feet, but let toe limbs come near the 
ground. 

—Remember that frequent. plowing 
and stirring the soil is equivalent toa 
good coat of manure. 


— Worms in bh rses are caused from 
hard work, poor food, and general neg- 
lect. For ordimary cases of worma, 
common sait, nutritious food and pure 
water will prove eatiefacory. Balt 
should always be kept in the stall of 
horses, 


—Tawash the wool on the sheep's 
back is not a profitable practice. Tne 
wool is not half washed, and the differ- 
egce in price will not pay for the loss 
of weight, to say nothing of the trouble 
and risk for both men and fick. If 
the sheep are kept reasonably clean, 
and the wool free from rubbish, it will 
be found better than having to wash 
them to get rid of unnecessary filth. 

— Hog Cholera—-The following ia a 
good remedy for tour grown hogs: To 
2 gallons of buttermilk add 4 gallon of 
soft lye soap, 4 pint spirite of tarpen-~ 
tine, 4 pint Abs yene oil. Mix welland 
put into the hog trough. 

—All who can do eo should arrange 
60 a8 to keep bogs in their apple or- 
chards to eat up all the wormy~fruit as 
it drops during the season. In this 
way, easier than by any other, cun the 
ravages of the worms be checked. 
Where hogs are not sufficient, a smal! 
flock of sheep should be used. 


—An intelligent and successfu! poul- 
try breeder states that experiments 
have satisfied him that the chickens 
from hens fed on oats are stronger and 
more hardy than from those fed on 
corn. 

—Stock Raising—This branch of 
farming has not received sufficient at- 
tention in our state. The kinds and 
breeds of stock, as well as the manner 
of keeping, decide the question of profit 
or loss. We should breed only from 
the best parents, as to constitution, 
soundness, symmetry and ail the quali- 
ties desired in their offapring. Any 
breed can be modeled and improved by 
proper crossing and ke >ping.

They 
will accumulate business enough by 
that time in fact to IJast them 
several years, 2: least in all the 
large cities of tue country. We be- 
lieved, and still believe, that the house 
could have shortened the life of the 
obnoxious bill to the month of June— 
that the senate would not have let the 
subject goe to the people--but per- 
haps it is better for the business inter- 
est of the country that something defi- 
nite and certain chould be immediate- 
‘ly established on the subject. It 
places a limit to rascality in the 
form of voluntary bankruptcy, and 
gives the officials a chance to carve up 
only such estates as can be gathered in 
this summer. Honest enterprise wil] 
have a equare ci:ance after August. 


THE FORT BILiG.. 

Under the terms of the grand com- 
promise, the Fort bill, authoriz'ng the 
re-issue of gresnbacks and stopping 
their further contraction, has gone to 
the president. The bill passed the 
house about four weeks ago, but owing 
to the absence of Senator Jones, of Ne- 
vada, it could pet command ua favora- 
ble report from the senate fivance com- 
mittee. A report, and speedy 
action by the senate, and indemnity 
against a veto were secured through 
the compromise recently entered into. 
The passage of this bill iteaves the 
greenback circulation at,in round num- 
bers, $346,000 000,and leaves the secre- 
tary of the treasury free to accomplish 
the resumption that he has long and 
confidently promised. It doubtless 
ends, as far as this session is concerned, 
financial legislation. It is well. 
Silver has been remonetized, 
and John Sherman deprived of all 
power to squeeze the people. The 
most that he can do, is to sell bonds 
for resumption purposes, bet as this is 
only a matter of interest and not of 
general bankruptcy, we can afford to 
let him go ahexd, hoping that he will 
be able to accomplish all that he sets 
out to do. The south and west have 
carried their chief points, and the 
other measures for currency relief, 
will doubtless be remitted to the other 
session.

THE ARM Y APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The house has added to the regular 
army appropriation bill the Banning 
bill for the reorganization of the army. 
This was done to compel, if possible, 
the senate to sanction army reform, 
What the senate will do, it is impossi- 
ble to foresee ; but it is plain that the 
house should stand firmly by the bill 
it has matured. 

This bill contains much more than a 
provision for a reduction of the army 
from 25,000 to 20,000 enlisted men. It 
seeks to inaugurate other reductions 
that are greatly needed. It is an effort 
to bring about a proper ratio between 
men and officers; for the army has 
long been maintained on a system that 
makes it cost a8 much ag an army of 
three times its strength shuuid 
cost. It contains, in round 
numbers, one commissioned officer 
to every eight men. It is almost an 
army of officers. Instead of an army 
for defence it ha sbecome an army for 
Officers. The Binning bill seeks to 
remedy this extravagance by muster- 
ing out or retiring 380 officers, by con~« 
solidcting both regiments and com- 
panies, and by abolishing a large num- 
ber of staff officers. The Fred Grants 
of the servica are sent to their regi- 
ments by a provision which makes five 
year’s seryice in the line preliminary 
to service in the _ staff corps. 
Reductions in the pay of all commis« 
sioned officers are provided for, and 
the whole concern is put on a footing | 
more ip keeping withthe times and 
the appreciation of the currency. The 
new bill aims to proyide duties for the 
staffand comme lsfor the field offif 
cers. In tb | respects it certainly 
should command itself to every sena- 
torwho favers economy and honesty 
in the public service.

The pending investigation can 
only bring out some particulars showing by 
whom it was ins igated and paid for. 1 hope 
and believe that Mr. Hayes had nothing
